Washington—Although it might be 


supposed that a visit between the 
prime minister of Great Britain and 
the president of the United States 
would deal with all classes of ques- 
tions pending between the two coun- 
tries, the truth is only major prob- 
lems will be canvassed. 


The mission of Mr. '•MacDonald Is 


solely one of good will and a desire 
to promote friendly relations, but 
such incidental questions of the I'm 
Alone case will not come into the 
picture. In fact there will be no 
talk of the tariff and no discussion 
of the World war debt. The one Is 
a domestic question and the other is 
considered by both governments as 
closed. 


It is the broad question of a naval 


accord and how the United States 
and Great Britain can lead in the 
movement for world wide reduction 
of armament which will occupy the 
thought of Mr. Hoover and his dis-' 
tingulshed visitor.

NO TECHNICAL QUESTION . 
Technical questions will not be'dis- 


cussed by Mr. MacDonald and Mr. 
Hoover., Indeed the British prime 
minister . brought no technical ex- 
perts with him. Even the question 
of cruiser tonnage is not to be taken 
up and that Is regarded as a tech- 
nical question too, and easily solv- 
able in a general armament confer- 
ence which is to be held In January. 


There .-lias been some speculation 


that the proposed entry of United 
States Into the world court would be 
a subject for discussion Tiere or that 
some kind of an alliance or entente 
would be suggested but all, this has 
been brushed aside as outside that 
scope of the conversations between 
Mr. Hoover and the British prime 
minister. 


President Hoover has left it be 


known that the American people are 
highly honored by the visit of Mr. 
MacDonald and that he hopes the 
result of it will be a better under- 
standing on both sides of the At- 
lantic so that all problems may be 
approached with mutual good will. 


Underlying the mission, of course, 


is a passion for world peace and it 
does not detract in the least from 
that ambition, according to the high- 
est American officials, to say that 
peace Is vital not merely for the so- 
cial but the economic welfare of the 
nation. 


CAPITAL NOT NOISY 
, 


Mr. MacDonald found Washing- 


ton not so uproarious in its welcome 
as that of New York City, but rela- 
tively quiet on such occasions Is cus- 
tomary here. Even Marshal Joffre, 
who came here In war time, rode 
through the streets lined with silent 
crowds. The people of Washington 
are not demonstrative but they are 
pleased nevertheless over the visit of 
the British prime minister and they 
are taking It for granted that this is 
the beginning of exchanged visits 
between the statesmen of Great Brit- 
sin and the United States. 


Secretary of State Stimson' Is ex,- 


pected to go abroad to the armament 
conference and It would not be sur- 
prising if the French premier paid 
3, visit to America In the course of 
the next few months. The old pre- 
judice against sending American of- 
ficers abroad Is disappearing, just 
is Is the hesitancy

Members of the 
family said Dr. Safford had advised 
the secretary not to appear in court 
but he had refused to follow bis 
recommendation.

Fall faces charges that he received 


a $100,000 bribe from Edward L. 
Dohetay for the lease/to the Elk Hills, 
Calif., naval oil reserves. 


Wilton J. Lambert of Fall's coun- 


sel, said his client, was chafing un- 
der the order not^to expose himself 
until he had fully Recovered from the 
bronchial ' attack he suffered 
last 


week, as he believed the trial, set 
for today, unless dismissed, would 
sustain -his contention that the $100,- 
000 from Doheny was a loan and not 
a bribe. Previous illnesses have caus- 
ed postponement of the trial a num- 
ber of times. 


Tang lists of witnesses have been 


subpenaed. Counsel have agreed, 
however, that the appearance of cer- 
tain witnesses will not be required, 
as the record of the Fall-Doheny trial 
will be avalalble. 


The testimony 
of two men, now 


dead, will be read that of Edwin Den- 
Sy, secretary of the navy under 
President- Harding and • Edward L. 
Doheny. Jr., who personally carried 
the $100,000 from his father to Fall 
n the cerebrated "little black bag." 


Mrs. Fall and their two daughters 


were among the spectators, and Ed- 
ward X>. Doheny, oil magnate, who Is 
charged, with giving Fall a. $100,000 
bribe, sat Inside the rail. 


The termination 
of the present 


case will decide whether the oil man 
will be tried on the same charge as 
an indictment charging bribery was 
also returned against him.

Not only 
had they underestimated the purely 
technical work that was needed, but 
in discussing the material available 
from tho committee which had work- 
ed over the weekend, they found di- 
vergence on various questions.

solution were: 


(1)—Do the statutes include 
the 


charter and by-laws or only the lat- 
ter? 


(2)—Just when -does tho bank Jxs- 


gin to exist? 


(3)—IK tho text In conformity with 


the laws of the countries Interested? 


(4)—In short. Into what mould shall 


tho bank bo cast?

UNDOUBTEDLY A GREAT NOVEL 


"Ultima Thule" has becme a best 


seller. It is.now In the 100,000 class, 
and that in spite of the .fact that It 
is undoubtedly-a great novel. I have 
no hesitancy in,saying this. I am 
more certain of the fact that "Ultl 
ma Thule" is a great novel than I 
am about any other novel I have 
read in recent months. 


"Ultima Thule" is the third novel 


in a trilogy. .The publishers have 
kept this fact dark,, obviously out 
if fear'that readers would be.scar- 
ed away from the book;' The aver- 
age reader is slow about buying a 
novel that Is the third in a series. 
But in this case it need not scare 


yone "away. The book c&A be**reaa 


as an entity in itself without refer- 
ence to the tyro,(hooks that went 


fore. It *s a unl't,,and • an unusually 
artistic unit at that. There are oc- 
casional references to the 
earlier 


lives of the.characters but no more 
so than in the average novel. There 
is not, even a slight difficulty about 
that. "Ultima Thule" is a hovel by 
Itself In every 'respect. .When you 
have read it you will certainly want 
to read the tWo that went Tjefore 
it but that will only heighten the 
pleasure. 


I read the first novel In the series 


about a dozen.years ago. At thai 
time a daring publisher . publishec 
"The Fortunes of Richard Jtfahoney," 
hoping, that a great book would catch 
on. But It failed and I was not given 
the opportunity to read the third vol- 
ume until now 'and the second vol- 
ume will not be available In America 
until some months hence. 


And all because the people who 


buy books and who make dr unmake 
an-author refused to buy the great 
writer. Discerning-critics said again 
and again that the novels of Henry 
Handel Richardson were, great but 
the public refused to act on the sug- 
gestion. For that reason publishers 
In America did not dare to bring out 
the books' here. They remained'the 
delight of a thousand or two people 
in England who were certain that 
they were great; all the others re- 
mained blissfully ignorant of the fact 
that a great novelist was being ne 
glected. 


This has been going on for twen 


ty years. It was .two decades ago 
that Henry Handel Richardson (this 
is a pen-name for a woman whose 
identity.has not been made known;

Thule," the third In a series of which 
two had failed completely, took hold.

Suddenly the 
public has taken it into its head to 
buy this writer's book by the scores 
of thousands, and now her reputa- 
tion is of course made. The publish- 
ers have announced that tho'ear- 
lier novels will be rcpubllshcd.

He 
has lost his money in an earlier book 
in the series and must begin life 
anew at about fifty in a frontier 
practice.

To the nine, first of a croup of 19 


to be selected tor scholarship, per- 
sonality., and enthusiastic curiosity 
for the mysteries of chemistry, four 
years of training will be given to 
equip them as leaders to chemical 
progress. 

The fellowships were given by 11 
industrial concerns, two foundations, 
and three individuals.

47 West Pointers on'Active 


Duty—Others Get Reserve 
Commissidns 


Washington —0$>) The army air 


corps advanced flying school, at Kel- 
ley field, Texas, will graduate the 
largest class since the "World war, 
October 12, when 119 flying students, 
including 47 West Pointers, will re- 
ceive theier wings. 
] 


The West Pointers, who are sec« 


ond lieutenants, will be transferred 
to the air corps, to increase the num- 
ber of pilots-needed in the five year 
air expansion program. The remain* 
der'will be given reserve commis- 
sions and 57 of these will be given 
active duty. 
•*• 


Handicapped by a lack of funds 


to provide for o.ualified pilots, the air 
corps has been confronted with a 
shortage of pilots under the program 
which calls for 1.650 regular and 550 
reserve pilots. Many pilots have fin- 
ished the flying course and gone into 
commercial flying. 


In the last 16 months, 370 pilots 


have been turned out. Despite this, 
the air corps has only 1,065 flying of- 
ficers, although the program calls for 
1237 
active flying 
officers at this 


time. 


Under a new regulation, however, 


future graduates of the advanced fly- 
ing school will remain in the service 
two years to fill 
out the require- 


ments of the program. 


Air corps headquarters announced 


that a progressive trend had develop- 
ed in the number of students gradu- 
ating at the advanced flying school 
which "indicates not only that a su» 
perior 61ass of students are now en- 
tering it but that constant Improve- 
ments are being effected in methods 
of training."

Charles A. Lindbergh, flying yester- 
day over the once broad empire of 
the ancient Maya Indians on the Yu- 
catan peninsula, discovered indica- 
tions of a large ruined city, hitherto 
unknown to science. 


The-ruins were located in an area 


in which no human 
habitation was 


seen, where there was no open water, 
and where tor many miles on any 
aide were to be found only impenet- 
rable jungle populate 
by ferocious 


beasts, boa constructors and poison- 
ous Insects. 


Radio 
messages received 
here 


from Col. Lindbergh's 
plane gave 


only meagre details of the city, but 
indicated that since- the plane was 
far from its smarting place it was nec- 
essary to hurry on. 


Later the party saw the first Yu- 


catan settlements, primitive villages 
of a primiive race. As the giant plane 
circled above them the natives fled 
in all directions, seeking cover from 
the strange bird from another world 
— strange to them, probably as were 
Cortex's sailing ships to the minions 
of Montezuma 400 years ago. 
COMPLETE SURVEY 


The territory in which the suppos- 


edly new city was discovered was in 
what is known as Northern Peten. a 
district on which, it Is believed here, 
no white man before hr.; set his eyes. 
Colonel Lindbergh completed a pre- 
liminary survey and it was thought 
those with him 
were able to take 


some pictures. 


Upon leaving here yesterday morn- 


ing Colonel Lindbergh flew up the 
Belize river on,a 
general course to 


Cayo and Yaxha, and then directly 
north to Tikal, ancient empire c#y of 
the Mayas whose 
temples reach a 


greater height 
than any heretofore 


discovered. The plane covered in one 
hour and three quarters a distance 
which land parties need seven days 
to ^travel. 


The party left Tikal at noon. Fif- 


teen minutes later ' they picked out 
the snow white temple at Uaxactun, 
grotesquely sculptured in Its blanch- 
ed beauty in the 
deep green of the 


surrounding Jungle. Dr. Oliver Rick- 
etson, a scientist of the Carnegie in- 
stitute who 
is accompanying Col. 


Lindbergh, spent five yean in exca- 
vations here; tie estimates one of the 
temples to date 
from the time of 


Christ or earlier. 


CONTINUES EXPLORATION 
From Uaxactun the plane headed 


north to an unexplored 
area, where 


the ECW ruins were believed found, 
and after 3 o'clock

before 4 o'clock.

RAMSAY MCDONALD 
WAS INSPIRED BY 
AMERICAN VOLUME 


Book Written by Obscure 


Printer Influenced Pre- 
mier's Course

New York — If a certain obscure 


San Francisco printer hadn't written 
a book, two United States cruisers 
might not b» escorting a former 
Scotch farm laborer into New Tork 
harbor today. According to the Rt. 
Hon. J. Ramsay MacDonald himself. 
it was Henry George's "Progress ana 
Poverty" which, more than any oth- 
er influence, started him. like Dick 
\Vhittington. on the road to London 
and eventual participation in world 
affairs. 


The long lane that ended at Down- 


Ing street began at a two-room cot- 
tage, th-itched v.-ith straw — the Brit- 
ish political careerist's equivalent of 
the traditional American log tabln. 


This -is probably the. first time that 


a great government ever brought 
out the. battleships, the bands and 
the giold braid to honor a visiting 
controversialist who won his name 
and fame In academic 'tilts against 
militarism. For it 
is true that 


Premier MacDonald climbed to pow- 
er on a stairway of books, some of 
which he wrote and some of which 
he read. 


The leader of the British labor 


party has never worked with his 
hands, after he left the village of 
Lossiemouth. His career is a tribute 
to tho power of the printed word. 
Meeting President Hoover, he will 
have a chance to summarize for a 
select and influential audience the dls 
armament views which he has been 
expounding in British literary and 
political forums for thirty years. 


Ramsay MacDonald was 22 years 


old when he went to London. His 
first job was addressing envelopes. 
He progressed quickly from this to 
writing books, and soon afterward 
to writing checks, for he was diligent 
and thrifty and soon acquired means 
sufficient to enable him to carry on 
his literary and political career. Al- 
though he was deeply preoccupied 
with socialism, ho never fully accept- 
ed the Marxian dogma. In fact, 
on one occasion, he characterized the 
teachings of Karl Marx as "of doubt- 
ful validity."

Beatrice and Sydney Webb, in the 


earlier years of MacDonald's career 
were laying the broad foundations of 
the British labor party program. He 
was associated with them, and with 
Kier Kardie, H. M. Hyndman and 
other pioneers of this phase of the 


labor movement. He was profoundly 
interested in Robert Owen, founder 
of British trade unionism, and his 
experiment of years before, when 
he established his "new harmony" 
colonv in Indlina. Perhaps the 
phrase stuck in Mr. 
MacDonald's 


mind, for It is as an apostle of new 
harmony that he arrives In the Unit- 
ed States today. 
^ Mr. MacDonald became editor of 
the socialist library in 1905. 
His 


first book. "Socialism and Society." 
was written while he was chairman 
of the independent labor party. It 
was 
followed durlnjr 
succeeding 


years by "Socialism," "Socialism and 
Government," '".The Socialist Move- 
ment." "The Awakening of India." 
and "Parliament and Revolution." 
These books constitute only a small 
portion of his literary output.: as he 
is the author of almost innumber- 
able treaties .and pamplets—all in 
the Held of his lifetime devotion, "the 
fundamentally just 
and equitable 


production 
and 
distribution 
of 


wealth." 


'An American Journalist asked one 


of Mr. MacDonald's conferres in tho 
labor party whether Mr. MacDonald 
really believed in socialism. 


"Yes, of course," was the reply. 


"But you see he's-scotch and He's 
afraid It won't work." 


Whether or not this accurately 


characterizes Mr. MacDonald's at- 
titude, his generalized views have 
been salted with a keen sense of 
practical realities and. with all his 
deep absorption in economic theory, 
he has proved himself an adroit and 
masterful political strategist. When 
he disagreed with Lord Grey as to 
tho necessity and expediency 
of 


Great Britain entering the war, he 
was buried deep in oblivion for the 
next six years. Then, the returned 
British soldier, whittling out a wood- 
en leg for himself, as his share of 
the victory, began to 
remember 


Ramsey MacDonald. He moved out 
again on the main hlghtfay to power, 
being seclipsed for a while by the 
fraudulent Zinovief letters, but re- 
turning to a 
more assured 
posi- 


tion.

left it on the ground. Recently, he 
plowed the dried and standing clover 
under as a green manure and in the 
field he expects to raise a mixed 
crop of oat and barley next summer. 


On the field fertilized 
in this 


manner, he would prefer to try a 
crop of corn, but earlier, before he 
had decided what to do with 
his 


sweet clover, he had fitted another 
field for his next year's corn crop. 
and does not like to disturb his reg- 
ular crop rotation on the balance of 
his farm. For this reason he will 
experiment with the sweet clover as 
fertilizer for oats and barley. 


There are three reasons for Mr. 


Krueger's sweet clover getting the 
start of his cattle: (1) The clover was 
very thrifty and grew very rapidly, 
(2) The cattle was not turned Into 
the clover early enough in the, 
spring, (3) The acreage of clover was 
too large for his herd, (4) For a long 
time after being turned into 
the 


clover, the cattle would have nothing 
to do with it. but cropped the grass 
short at the fence and looked long- 
ingly into their former pasture field, 
(5) Taking pity on the animals, Mr. 
Krueger. gave the cattle lunches in 
another field and in the stable. 


After he cut tho sweet clover, tho 


cattle began tasting the hay. and 
from that cropping the fresh sweet 
clover sprouts below, and 
finally 


making the field their regular pas- 
ture ground.
